—About half-past 3 o'clock yesterday after-
roon & fire broke eat in the rear portion of
the large four-storied brick building situated
ut the northeast corner of Twenty-second and
Woeod streets,. The flames spread with great
rapidity, aud soon enveloped the antire struo-
ture. , The fire originated over the boilers in

the northeastern portion of the bailding.
U'he struotnre destroyed was built mainly of |
brick, with a front on I'wenty-second street |
of one hundred feet, and extending back on |
Wood and Carlton streets a distance of one
hundred and thirty fest. That portion of
1he building fronting on Twanty-second and
Carlton streets was oosupied as the Phoenix
hrass fonndry and iron railing manufactory.
The central part of the front building was
ocoupied by Wilson & Fennimore, manufac-
tarers of paper bhangings, whose workrooms
nleo extended to the back portion of the
bnilding. On the corner of Twenty.second |
and Wood streets wns situated the Girard
finishing worke,

The entire interior of the building, with
the machinery and stuck, was destroyed, and
nothing is left but a wass of smouldering
rning. The fire was not entirely extingnished
until Jate lsst night. A large nuwmber of |
workmen are thrown ont of employment by
this mishap,

The total loss by the fire is estimatad at
§100,000, about eqaally divided on the build-
ing and machinery and stock. The insurances
on the stock and wachinery conld not be ae-
curately ascertained, bnt it is beliaved that
they nbout cover the losses, |

The dwelling of Mr, James Corry, on the
corner of Twenty-second and Callowhill
streets, was damaged to the extent of 1000, |
‘nsured in the Fire Association for 2500,

The rear of No. 2128 Callowhill street, |
store and dwelling, owned by James Rosen-
baumw, was damaged to the extent of F500.
I'nlly insured.

No. 2126 Callowhill street; rear portion of
the dwelling slightly damaged. Loss abont
£ 140,

The frame stable of James MeCoy, on
Cerlton street, opposite the factory, was
tmroed to the ground. Loss about $200; no
jnsurance, .

Nos. 2126, 2128, 2130, and 2132 Callowhill
ttreet, all three-story brick dwallings, were
eligbtly damaged by being scorched. The
Jumber yard of B. O. & F. M. Naglee, on
Callowbill street, below 'T'wenty-second,
cuught fire several times, but the flames were
extingnished on -each occasion before any
great damnge had been done.

The walls of the factory on Carlton street
fell about & o'elock, and some of the bricks
struck and slightly injured two firemen.
Another fireman was badly bnrned about the
veck and shoulders by falling cinders,

Loxpox, Aug. #—(Specinl to New York
Tribune).—A special correspondent seunds

| from Nancy, Friday morning, the following

pcconnt of the battle at Weissenherg from
the French side:—While General Donay's
division, composed of the Seventy-fourth and
Fiftieth regiments of the line, Seventy.sixth
battalion of chasseurs on foot, one regiment
of Turcos, and one regiment of monnted
chassenrs, were bnsy yesterday in the neigh-
borhood of Weissenberyg, they were actually
startled by a tremendous ischarge of
artillery. As the patrols, which had been
posted all along the frontier, had not sig-
pulled the presence of any Prussian

| troops, the men believed for n moment that

they were surrounded by the enemy. ‘Uhis
was not the case, bnut the Prussians in great
force and well supplied with artillery appearad
on the heights of Bohwirgen, occupying the
whole of the conntry near the small Bavarian
village. . General Douany ordered his troops to
advance before the euemy, keeping as much
as possible behind Weissenberg, which lay
just between them and the Prassian force,

ut this precaution proved useless, becanse
the guns were pouring a tremendous iire
upon them and the troops were falling in
fre?; numbers in the villuge of Weissenberg
tsalf.

The French retired from their former posi-
tion and commenced marching on the right
side of the village. The Prussian gnns were
firing at a tremendous rate, and the rounds
fell equally in Weissenberg as in the midst
of the troops. Several houses were on fira,
asnd large numbers of soldiers lay dead or
wounded.

At about eleven o'clock General Vohean's
division was commencing to retire. However,
a new attack was ordered. The Tarcos led
the way, and, bayonet in hand, threw them-
selves on one of the Prussian batteries of
artillery, but all proved to be useless.

Had the French insisted on attacking the
enemy any longer there wounld not have been
one of them left alive on the ground. As
soon a8 what was left of General Dounay's
force began retiring the Prossian artiller
was after them, It was about 12 o'cloc
when Geperal Douay fell a victim to the
Prussian artillery. TEe troops began running
withont order, crossing the roads and vine-
yards until again reaching the farthest part
of Weissenberg. The number of dead and
wounded must be very large. The remain-
ing troops are eager to avenge the death of
their late general.

Loxpoxn, Aug. 8.—(Bpecial to New York
Tribune).—The news from Paris grows hour-
ly more serious. None but official accounts
can come by telegraph, and it is from letters
and Paris journals that all intelligence must
be gatheréd. The declaration of a state of
siege does not repress popular demonstrations,
and it is very doubtful whether the govern-
ment has the force to keep order, or to put
down any considerable demonstrations,

The republicans believe their hour ap-

roaches, and Paris at this moment is as
eriy to rise against Napoleon as to arm
sgainst Prussia. One of our correspondents,
writing Sunday evening, says the rage, fury
and dissppointment of the Parisian popula-
tion, at finding there had been a series of de-
feats on French soil instead of uan easy mili-
tary promenade which they expected, are be.
yond description. We already feel the state
of siege. All kiosks on the boulevard were
ghut up at eleven o'clock. Bomething
serious, which I cannot fathom, has taken
place, for all the cafes on the boulevard are
sbhut up.
